dictionary and made Standard Oil 
famous, is six feet two inches 
tall, wears a wing collar, and 
plays golf. Although he has been 
a lawyer for fifty years, he can 
look the whole world in the eye 
each night when he takes off his 
robe and tell it to go to Paterson. 
The only skeleton he has in his 
closet is the fact that he once ran 
for Governor on the Republican ticket in Kentucky. Asa 
boy growing up in Boyle County, Kentucky, he never came 
home in the evening with the wristbands of his shirt wet 
and a quantity of rich river-bottom loam in his ears and said 
that those bad Miller boys had splashed him with water and 
thrown mud at him, preferring to stay indoors and read Pliny 
the Elder or get up a thrilling game of Authors with his lit- 
tle cousin. He has always been an ardent baseball fan, how- 
ever, and has often thought of asking Mr. Wagner, of Pitts- 
burgh, to put on a black suit, a spreading two-family collar, 
and a grandfather tie, so that he could have his picture 
framed and hung in between Webster and Marshall, without 
rubbing the color scheme of his office the wrong way.
